Before accepting such a settlement of the 
existing complications as this, it may be well 
for these hot-heads to consider what it 
means, what it covers, and what will be the 
consequences and upshot of their programme.

It 
will not be waged for the maintenance of 
any principle. It will not beawar for the 
emancipation or the enslavement of a race, 
nor for preserving or continuing the liberties 
of a people. It will simply and solely be a 
miserable, murderous, internecine contest 
over a few offices,—a strife between office- 
seekers and office-holders, between political 
bummers and partisan horn-blowers, to decide 
which shall control the spoils and divide the 
plunder of the public service. How will such 
a war be carried on? There is but one way. 
The people who engage in such a war must 
enroll themselves in two organizations of 
rifle-clubs all over the country. Every ward 
in every city will have its opposing organiza- 
tions. The men who during the recent 
campaign carried banners and torches and 
hurrahed for Hayes and Tum would fur- 
nish the staple of these clubs. The farm- 
ers would enroll themselves in rival shot-gun 
organizations, and these clubs, Indian fash- 
ion, would seek out each other, killing, 
burning, and plundering. It would of ne- 
cessity bea war of massacre, extermination, 
rapine, and conflagration. In the large 
cities these armed mobs of the sort proposed 
by Camzron and Ronson would destroy 
property and lay them in ashes.

Gen. Fanwsworts served in Congress dur- 
ing the period covered by the twenty-second 
joint rule, and is well experienced in all mat- 
ters pertaining to parliamentary law.

We fur- 
ther understand that the two Houses of Con- 
gress have the power to adopt rules for the 
government of proceedings between the two 
Houses. The rules of all parliamentary 


bodies expire with the term for which the 


body is chosen. No House can make rules 
for its successor. One of the first things 
which each new House does, upon organ- 
izing, is to adopt a series of rules, which is 
done by adopting the rules of the last pre- 
ceeding House, with exceptions or additions, 
as the House may at the time indicate. The 
adoption of these rules mmeludes or carries 
with it the joint rules, unless an exception 
or reservation be made. 

In 1865 was adopted the twenty-second 
joint rule for the governmentof the proceed- 
ings in the joint meeting for counting the 
votes for President and Vice-President. This 
rule was adopted by both Houses, and, when 
in operation, had the force of law. We do 
not believe that Congress violated the Con- 
stitution when it adopted this rule; it was a 
rule to enable the Congress to execute a con- 
stitutional duty. Such a rule, not in exact 
terms, but asserting the power of Congress 
in the premises, was adopted in the case of 
Missouri, half a century ago. In that case it 
was provided that, if the vote of the State of 
Missouri changed the result of the election, 
the President of the Senate should not count 
the vote; but, if that vote did not change the 
result, he should count it. Here was the ex- 
ercise by the two Houses of Congress, by a 
joint rule or order, having the foros of law, 
of the power to regulate and direct the count- 
ing of the votes in such manner as the two 
Houses of Congress had determined.
